HEAVY MONSOON WEATHER. | 
DISASTROUS FLOODS AND APPALLING LOSBES. 


. ‘The very heavy, monsoon in Kathiawar 
this year .chused a terrible . catastrophe 
resulting in enormous ‘loss of. life at 
Palitana, where, secording to a private 
telegram. received 4n Bombay on June 
“Vath, floods. played’ havoc on the previous 
ednesday night. It has boen report 
that. the, river at Palitana’ rose consider- 
ably on account of tho heavy downpour, 
and the watets rushed into the: railway 
yards, and the railway station and yards 
were completely flooded. « Widows’ 
ome and Jain Ronrding School, which 
have been presented by Sir Vassanji 
and Mr. Khetsey Khoisey, Jain cotton 
merchants of -Bombay, .were completely 
washed away. . Forty-two students of the 
boarding . school saved themselves by 
climbing up trees, while the rest were 
carried nway. Almost all the widows 
living in the Home, whose number is not 
known, are reported to have ‘perished. 
Threc-fourths of the houses of the city 
have collapsed, and nearly 300 persons are 
reported to have perished. Palitana is a 
sacted hill.of the Jaina of India, who have 
built the most béautiful temple thereon. 
Considerable consternation prevails 
among the Jain community of Bombay, 
later. despatch : i 
estimates place the namber of killed in 
the flood disaster at 240, Two hundred 
bodies have already been recovered and 
the death roll, it is feared, will be found 
to be five hundred..
